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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Michel et al. (FR2800928). 

Regarding claim 1 , Michel et al. shows a vehicle ac generator comprising: 

- A stator (20) having a stator winding; 

- A rotor (12) disposed to oppose the stator in an inner periphery of the stator; 

- A rectifying device (54) that converts ac voltage generated in the stator 
winding into dc voltage; and 

- A protection cover (58) surrounding the rectifying device, wherein the 
protection cover includes a cover body (axial side portion) and a protecting 
wall portion (68) integrally formed with the cover body, the cover body forms a 
plurality of air intake openings (66) on an axial end surface through which 
cooling air created by rotation of the rotor is sucked in, and 

- The protecting wall portion (68) extends from the axial end surface of the 
cover body in an axially outward direction at a position higher than the air 
intake openings when mounted on a vehicle. 
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Regarding claims 2, 3, and 10. it is noted that IVIicliel also shows all of the 
limitations of the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4 and 5-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the record of prior art does not show a vehicle ac generator with a protection 
cover including a connecting portion integrally formed therein, the connecting portion is 
located between the cover body and the protecting wall portion such that the protecting 
wall portion is held at a position separate from the cover body as shown in claim 4 or 
the protecting wall portion being formed with a guide portion for leading foreign 
materials dropped on the protecting wall portion in a downward direction as shown in 
claim 5.
